Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and  Allied 
Hospitals  at  the  Meeting  December  31,  1924 

Resolved,  That  Schools  for  Nursing  be  established  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  City  of  New 
York,  to  be  known  as  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and 
Allied  Hospitals,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  off  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals. 

That  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of 
Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  be  composed  of  the  present  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses. 

That  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of 
Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  shall  consist  of  the  thirty  members 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  present  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses. 

That  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Schools 
for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  period  of  six  years,  the  terms  of  five  to  expire  each  year. 

That  the  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  serve  the  terms  for  which 
they  have  been  appointed  as  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training 
School  for  Nurses,  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals. 

That  the  group  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  whose  terms  expire 
February  1,  1925,  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  on  or  before  February  1, 
1925,  from  a  list  of  names  to  be  submitted  by  the  present  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses  on  or 
before  January  15,  1925. 

That  vacancies  that  occur  in  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  shall  be 
filled  by  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue  and 
Allied  Hospitals  on  or  before  February  1st  of  each  year,  from  a 
list  of  names  to  be  submitted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Schools  for  Nursing  of1  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  on  or 
before  January  15th  of  each  year. 

That  in  the  event  of  a  position  in  the  Board  of  Managers  be- 
coming vacant  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  member, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Bellevue 
and  Allied  Hospitals  from  a  list  of  names  submitted  by  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied 
Hospitals.

BY-LAWS 

of 

The  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the  Meeting  of  December 

31,  1924 


1.  The  Schools  for  Nursing  shall  be  conducted  at  Bellevue 
Hospital,  and  at  Harlem  Hospital,  and  at  Fordham  Hospital,  and 
at  Gouverneur  Hospital,  as  soon  as  conditions  at  these  two  latter 
hospitals  will  permit. 

2.  The  School  at  each  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  management  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for 
Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  These  several  schools  shall  be  known 
as  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals. 

3.  Appointments  to  the  major  executive  and  educational  posi- 
tions in  the  several  schools  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hos- 
pitals, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

4.  Dismissals  of  those  holding  major  executive  and  educational 
positions  in  the  several  schools  shall  be  made  by  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hos- 
pitals, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

5.  The  conduct  and  management  of  the  Schools  by  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied 
Hospitals  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  six  months  after 
notice  is  given  to  that  effect. 
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RULES  GOVERNING  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS  OF 
THE  SCHOOLS  FOR  NURSING 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing  of 
Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals 


I.  Membership 

Members  shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  six  years,  the 
terms  of  five  to  expire  each  year,  as  per  the  Resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  December  31,  1924,  and  shall  serve  without 
compensation. 

II.  Officers  and  Duties  of  Officers 

The  Officers,  and  the  duties  of  Officers,  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  provided  for  in  the  By-laws  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Bellevue  Training  School  for  Nurses,  sections  V,  VII,  VIII, 
IX,  X,  XI.  * 

III.  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  meetings  at  the  Nurses' 
Residence  on  the  first  and  third  Fridays  of  each  month,  except 
during  June,  July,  August,  and  September ;  and  such  other  meet- 
ings as  the  President  may  call,  or  as  may  be  called  on  the  written 
request  of  three  members  of  the  Board.  Five  members  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

IV.  Reports 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  shall  send  the  Trustees  a  copy  of  the  Min- 
utes of  their  regular  meetings. 

V.  Committees 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees,  and  such  others  as 
shall  be  created  by  the  Board  from  time  to  time : 
Executive  Committee, 
Ward  Visiting  Committee  for  Bellevue, 
House  Committee  for  Bellevue, 
Committee  on  Personnel  Work  for  Bellevue, 
Committee  on  the  Mills  School, 
Harlem  Hospital  Committee, 
Fordham  Hospital  Committee, 
Gouverneur  Hospital  Committee. 

VI.  Amendments 

These  Rules  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting,  due  notice  having  been 
given  in  writing  to  all  members.  Any  amendment  to  these  Rules 
must  be  sent  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 
April  1925—1926 

During  the  past  year  the  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing  has 
continued  its  course  of  education  and  service  with  renewed  vigor 
and  success. 

In  June,  Miss  Marian  Rottman  of  the  class  of  1912  assumed 
the  duties  of  Director  of  Nursing  Service  and  has  more  than 
justified  the  confidence  that  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the 
Trustees  placed  in  her  leadership. 

After  her  graduation  Miss  Rottman  served  as  Assistant  in 
Charge  of  the  Operating  Rooms  and  in  the  Training  School 
Office.  Under  Miss  Noyes  she  was  given  the  responsibility  of 
equipping  and  organizing  the  then  new  pavilions  L,  &  M  and  I  &  K 
and  later,  she  made  a  distinguished  record  as  a  member 
of  the  Bellevue  Unit  serving  overseas.  After  the  war,  Miss 
Rottman  was  called  to  be  in  charge  of  the  Emergency  Hospital 
of  Milwaukee  and  upon  the  re-organization  of  that  Hospital, 
became  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing  of  Mt.  Sinai 
Hospital  in  the  same  city.  While  in  Milwaukee,  she  did  a  con- 
spicuous piece  of  work  in  the  organization  of  a  Central  School 
of  Nursing. 

By  ability  and  experience  therefore,  she  is  qualified  to  carry 
the  Schools  of!  Nursing  of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals  to  the 
highest  standards  that  modern  thought  and  practice  dictate,  and 
the  Managers  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  her 
their  appreciation  for  what  she  has  already  accomplished.  To 
the  teaching  staff  for  its  co-operation  and  to  the  student  body 
for  its  fine  spirit,  appreciation  is  also  due. 

It  is  a  tradition  of  the  Bellevue  School  that  the  new  and 
most  modern  methods  of  education  have  always  been  pressed, 
while  the  sense  of  service  and  helpfulness  is  equally  emphasized. 
Of  the  details  of  the  Schools  development  we  shall  hear  in  the 
report  of  the  Director  of  Nursing  Service  which  follows  this. 

Within  the  year,  owing  to  the  interest  of  Dr.  McGrath  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  new  wing  of  the  Nurses'  Residence  has 
been  completed  and  has  made  it  possible  to  house  an  increased 
number  of  students.  This  building  has  many  delightful  new 
features,  notably  a  spacious  swimming  pool,  already  in  con- 
stant use  and  giving  promise  of  much  pleasure  and  refreshment 
during  the  summer  months,  as  well  as  a  tennis  court  and  croquet 
ground  nearing  completion.  All  these  improvements  will  promote 
wholesome  exercise  for  the  student  nurse,  an  essential  feature 
in  maintaining  the  good  health  of  the  School. 
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The  new  Infirmary  is  a  welcome  addition  and  has  made 
it  possible  to  turn  the  old  Infirmary  into  an  Isolation  Ward, 
a  long  felt  need. 

The  Board  regrets  that  an  equally  good  report  cannot  be 
made  for  the  Residences  of  the  Outlying  Hospitals  —  Harlem 
needs  an  addition.  The  one  at  Fordham  is  under  way,  but  is  not 
progressing  as  rapidly  as  was  hoped  and  the  nurses  are  being 
cared  for  in  wards  entirely  inadequate  and  uncomfortable  for 
them,  necessitating  the  doubling  up  of  patients  to  a  serious  degree. 

The  nursing  of  Gouverneur  is  an  increasingly  vexing  problem 
and  until  the  new  quarters  are  built,  it  is  not  possible  to  properly 
provide  for  the  care  of  the  patients. 

The  Board  of  Managers  are  most  appreciative  of  the  helpful 
cooperation  and  assistance  given  by  the  Superintendent,  Dr. 
Fleming,  who  has  been  most  kind  and  interested  in  making  many 
repairs  and  renovations  in  the  Residence  possible.  To  him  and  to 
the  Heads  of  various  Departments  our  thanks  are  most  sincerely 
given. 

By  the  resignation  of  Dr.  O'Hanlon,  upon  whom  we  had 
learned  over  so  many  years  to  depend,  the  School  suffered  a 
very  real  loss,  but  fortunately  we  welcome  Dr.  Fleming  and 
Dr.  Thornton  as  a  sort  of  inheritance,  for  they  both  had  been 
connected  with  the  Hospital  and  Dr.  O'Hanlon  and  shared  his 
interest  and  devotion  in  all  that  concerned  the  welfare  of  the 
sufferers  within  Bellevue's  walls. 

In  the  Residence  there  have  been  changes  which  may  be  put 
on  the  credit  side. 

Time  goes  quickly  at  Bellevue  and  this  year  the  Social 
Service  Department  celebrated  its  20th  anniversary  and  a  full 
report  of  the  extraordinary  service  given  over  this  period  will 
soon  be  ready  for  distribution.  To  Miss  Wadley,  the  Director 
of  the  Bureau,  all  praise  is  due  for  the  spirit  which  inspired  her 
accomplishment,  for  the  courage  and  zeal  with  which  she  has 
maintained  it.  Her  vision  has  never  been  dimmed  nor  her  fore- 
sight biased. 

The  Volunteers  under  Miss  Sloan  continue  their  very  efficient 
work  in  the  Clinics. 

The  Committee  on  Personnel  still  maintains  the  Club  Room 
for  Women  Employees.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  Matron  — 
Mrs.  Christine  Murphy,  who  keeps  up  the  cheerful  atmosphere  of 
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this  room  which  is  enjoyed  by  so  many  and  affords  much  needed 
rest  and  recreation.   The  usual  Christmas  Party  which  was  given 
in  the  Club  Room  this  season  was  largely  attended  and  gave 
great  pleasure.    New  quarters  for  the  employees  are  vitally  ' 
needed. 

With  regret  the  Board  reports  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Mor- 
timer Fox,  Mrs.  Morgan  Derby  and  Mrs.  Douglas  Gibbons.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

of  the 

Nurses'  Residence,  Bellevue  Hospital 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  activities  of  the  House 
Committee  at  the  Nurses'  Residence  have  been  many  and  the 
record  of  accomplishment  through  the  various  heads  of  depart- 
ments very  gratifying. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  personnel.  Miss 
Padian,  the  former  Superintendent,  resigned  in  December  and 
her  place  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Beatrice  Hosken,  a  Bellevue 
Graduate.  In  the  dietary  department  Miss  White  and  Miss 
Tilton  were  replaced  by  Miss  Lunney,  also  a  Bellevue  Gradu- 
ate, who  in  the  three  months  of  her  stay  made  a  vast  improve- 
ment in  the  food  and  service,  which  has  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  nurses.  Miss  Lunney  was  succeeded  on  March  first  by 
Mr.  Sinnott,  who  is  successfully  carrying  on  this  department. 
Miss  Allerdice  has  been  in  charge  of  the  infirmary  since  early 
winter,  and  Miss  Caswell  still  holds  her  position  in  the  social 
department,  having  finished  her  fifth  year  of  service.  The  diffi- 
culties of  getting  adequate  supplies  and  replacements  for  the 
Nurses'  Residence  have  been  a  great  handicap  in  our  work,  but 
much  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  The  much  talked 
of  dishwasher  has  been  installed,  also  a  new  broiler  and  a  new 
bake  oven.  These,  and  a  large  soup  kettle  generously  given  by 
Mrs.  Osborn,  have  greatly  facilitated  work  in  the  kitchen  and 
pantry,  which  means  better  food  and  service  for  the  five  to  six 
hundred  people  fed  in  the  restaurant  every  day. 

The  new  wings  of  the  Residence  were  delayed  in  being 
finished,  but  little  by  little  they  are  being  settled  and  Miss  Hosken 
has  been  able  to  move  many  of  the  nurses  into  these  rooms.  The 
dining  room  floor  has  been  scraped  and  refinished  and  new 
curtains  made  for  the  windows.  The  borders  of  the  reception 
room  and  library  floors  have  also  been  scraped  and  refinished. 
New  settees  have  been  placed  in  the  reception  room,  new  cur- 
tains hung  and  new  rugs  put  down,  making  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  the  appearance  of  the  room.  We  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  move  into  the  new  infirmary  as  our  equipment  is  not  quite 
complete,  but  we  hope  soon  to  be  installed  there.  The  infirmary 
records  from  May  1st,  1925  to  May  1st,  1926  show  a  total  num- 
ber of  nurses  off  duty  809  as  against  800  in  1924,  but  with  the 
increased  number  of  nurses  this  means  a  decrease  in  illness.  Pre- 
ventive measures  against  illness  have  been  taken  continuously. 
156  nurses  were  innoculated  with  typhoid  triple  vaccine,  544 
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received  the  smallpox  vaccine,  170  the  Schick  test,  and  92  were 
given  the  diphtheria  toxin  anti-toxin.  Miss  Allerdice  hopes  to  still 
further  decrease  illness  by  continued  innoculations  and  preven- 
tives among  the  probationers. 

The  social  department  under  Miss  Caswell  has  been  increas- 
ingly busy.  Regular  teas  have  been  given  on  Tuesdays  and  Fri- 
days, a  weekly  library  evening,  dances  on  all  holidays,  at  gradua- 
tion and  also  a  dance  for  the  internes.  Sunday  evening  musicales 
among  the  nurses,  sightseeing  tours,  class  parties,  a  party  of  wel- 
come to  each  preliminary  group.  Graduate  nurses'  card  club  and 
theatre  parties  for  which  we  are  receiving  increasingly  large 
blocks  of  complimentary  seats  for  good  plays  and  moving  pictures. 
Teas  were  given  to  the  supervision,  the  affiliate  nurses,  the  New 
York  State  Nursing  Institute,  a  tea  by  the  Juniors  to  the  Seniors, 
and  a  farewell  tea  to  Miss  de  Long  and  one  to  Miss  Allen  on 
their  departure  from  Bellevue.  Musicales  have  been  given  by 
the  New  York  Times  Orchestra,  the  New  York  Times  Choral 
Club,  a  program  of  Hungarian  music,  a  recital  by  Felix  Salmond, 
the  well  known  cellist,  one  by  Howard  Brockway,  the  well  known 
composer  and  pianist,  and  an  entertainment  by  Miss  Ruth  Draper, 
the  celebrated  monologist.  To  these  artists  who  so  generously 
gave  their  services  the  House  Committee  extends  its  great  appre- 
ciation. Among  miscellaneous  activities  were  —  a  dinner  for  the 
Class  of  1920,  a  special  Thanksgiving  dinner  for  the  supervisory 
staff,  a  Christmas  entertainment  for  the  nurses,  a  Christmas  party 
for  the  employes,  and  a  play  given  by  the  Social  Service  Health 
Clinic.  An  innovation  was  —  two  capping  ceremonies  organized 
by  Miss  Rottman  to  welcome  the  probationers  into  stripes.  A 
memorial  service  to  Miss  Brink,  also  the  suggestion  of  Miss 
Rottman,  was  held  on  the  anniversary  of  her  sudden  death  while 
on  duty  at  Bellevue. 

The  social  director  was  asked  to  take  part  in  both  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  National  League  of  Nursing  Education  at  their 
convention  at  Minneapolis  and  that  of  the  International  Conven- 
tion at  Helsingfbrs,  Finland.  In  each  instance  the  social  life 
of  the  student  nurse  was  specified  as  the  subject  of  the  address. 
Although  Miss  Caswell  could  not  attend  these  conventions,  it  is 
interesting  to  note  that  Bellevue  is  recognized  as  a  pioneer  in 
this  work,  and  that  it  is  being  copied  more  and  more  in  other 
hospitals. 

The  House  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of 
the  co-operation  of  the  Managers  at  the  teas  held  on  Tuesdays 
and  Fridays  during  the  winter,  also  for  gifts  of  money,  flowers, 
tickets,  et  cetera.

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HARLEM  HOSPITAL 

The  Harlem  School  of  Nursing  has  had  a  particualrly  hard 
winter,  due  to  the  overcrowded  condition  in  the  wards.  The 
School  now  consists  of  72  pupils  and  3  post-graduate  students. 
On  May  5th  the  second  class  of  the  School  was  graduated  and 
11  nurses  received  their  pins  and  diplomas.  Since  then  18  pro- 
bationers have  been  admitted  as  pupils. 

The  afternoon  teas  twice  a  week  were  continued  throughout 
the  winter  and  were  attended  by  members  of  the  Committee,  who 
also  did  ward  visiting.  The  Managers  gave  dances  at  Christmas 
and  at  Graduation,  which  were  very  well  attended  and  much 
enjoyed.  There  were  also  several  entertainments  given  by  the 
nurses  themselves.  The  seniors  gave  a  dance  for  the  graduating 
class,  and  last  year's  graduates  entertained  this  year's  class  with 
a  most  enjoyable  dinner.  The  wards  were  specially  decorated 
for  Thanksgiving,  Christmas  and  Easter,  and  the  fine  spirit  per- 
vading the  whole  school  and  hospital,  not  only  on  these  occasions 
but  throughout  the  year,  was  inspired  and  fostered  by  the  Super- 
intendent, Mrs.  O'Brien,  to  whose  efforts  so  much  of  the  school's 
success  is  due.

FORDHAM  HOSPITAL 

At  Fordham  Hospital  we  are  glad  to  report  that  work  is  well 
under  way  for  the  new  additions  to  the  hospital  and  Nurses' 
Home,  and  feel  that  the  new  year  will  see  the  end  of  some  of 
our  most  pressing  needs. 

Naturally  there  is  great  overcrowding  in  some  of  the  wards, 
due  to  the  tearing  down  of  one  of  the  old  pavilions  and  the  work 
on  the  Nurses'  Home,  has  obliged  them  to  use  one  of  the  wards 
as  sleeping  quarters  for  some  of1  the  nurses;  but  these  difficulties 
are  being  efficiently  and  cheerfully  met. 

Fordham  has  its  troubles,  —  inadequate  quarters  for  women 
helpers  necessitating  the  use  of  men  helpers  in  all  the  wards  is 
a  very  serious  drawback  to  the  hospital  work,  but  we  will  hope 
for  relief  in  this  quarter  too.

GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL 

Gouverneur  Hospital  has  had  a  good  year,  as  far  as  general 
health  conditions  are  concerned  with  Mrs.  Cantwell  continuing 
as  its  very  efficient  Superintendent  and  Miss  Dowd  as  the  Direc- 
tor of  Nursing. 

The  Dispensary  grows  in  importance  and  service  to  the 
Community,  800  to  900  patients  a  day  pass  through  its  various 
Clinics.  But  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  Nurses'  Home 
and  the  present  quarters  are  so  bad  that  it  is  becoming  more  and 
more  difficult  to  secure  the  right  sort  of  graduate  and  affiliated 
nurses.  Until  this  basic  defect  is  remedied,  it  is  impossible  to  put 
the  Hospital  in  proper  working  condition  or  to  care  for  the 
patients  as  they  should  be  cared  for.

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REPORTS  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  NURSING  SERVICE 
BELLEVUE  HOSPITAL 
Presented  at  Graduation  Exercises,  April  28th,  1926 
To  Dr.  McGrath,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Fleming,  the  Board 
of  Managers  and  Friends  of  the  School  of  Nursing: 


I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  the  51st  Graduating 
Class  and  the  53rd  Report  of  the  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing, 
which  covers  the  period  from  April  1st,  1925  to  April  1st,  1926. 

During  this  year  many  changes  have  taken  place,  both  with- 
in the  Hospital  and  within  the  School. 

July  1st,  1925,  saw  almost  a  complete  turnover  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  Office. 

During  the  summer  the  census  of  the  Hospital  continued  to 
be  unusually  high  and  the  beginning  of  a  vacation  schedule  with- 
out vacation  relief  presented  a  very  real  problem.  However,  be- 
fore the  dawn  of  1926,  students  and  graduates  wanting  a  vaca- 
tion had  been  given  consideration. 

During  the  summer  months  plans  were  laid  for  taking  in  as 
large  a  group  of  preliminary  students  as  could  be  housed  on 
September  first,  and  the  Curriculum  of  the  first  semester  was 
outlined.  During  these  summer  months  complete  renovation  and 
house-cleaning  was  begun  in  Pavilions  A  &  B,  L  &  M  and  I  &  K. 
As  I  look  back  on  the  work  accomplished  during  those  trying 
months  from  July  to  January  by  supervisors,  graduates  and 
students  in  these  Pavilions,  it  was  indeed  a  gigantic  task. 

In  September  we  were  able  to  arrange  for  a  hot  midnight 
meal  to  be  served  to  all  night  nurses.  While  this  was  more  or 
less  experimental  and  not  entirely  satisfactory,  our  efforts  con- 
tinued and  on  December  10th,  the  dining  room  of  the  Nurses' 
Residence  was  opened  to  the  night  nurses  for  midnight  supper. 
For  the  first  time  in  fifty  years  the  night  nurses'  baskets  had 
entirely  disappeared. 

On  September  first,  forty-three  (43)  probationers  arrived 
and  class  work  was  immediately  begun  for  this  group,  as  well  as 
for  the  advanced  students. 

New  demands  in  the  State  Syllabus  meant  reorganization  of 
the  Curriculum  and  many  readjustments  in  class  rooms  and 
laboratories.  During  this  time,  work  continued  on  the  addition 
to  the  residence  but  with  no  prospect  of  immediate  use. 

Lists  of  equipment  were  prepared  in  the  School  office.  Selec- 
tion of  furniture  and  classroom  equipment  and  supplies  were 
made.  By  submitting  these  requisitions  in  September,  we  hoped 
to  occupy  the  new  quarters  in  January. 
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In  order  to  release  rooms  in  the  Hospital  for  other  purposes, 
it  became  necessary  to  transfer  the  Demonstration  Room  to  the 
Nurses'  Residence.  A  large  room  formerly  occupied  by  the 
Laundry  in  the  Residence,  was  fitted  up  and  adapted  itself  very 
well  to  the  purpose,  and  time  lost  in  going  to  and  from  the  Hos- 
pital between  classes  was  eliminated. 

On  November  1st,  the  second  section  of  the  September 
Class  arrived,  —  twenty-six  (26)  in  number.  This  meant,  while 
carrying  on  the  class  work  of  the  September  group,  we  had  to 
repeat  the  work  covered  by  them,  for  the  benefit  of  the  second 
group. 

With  the  shortage  of  nurses  existing  at  this  time,  it  became 
necessary  to  divide  all  lecture  and  nursing  classes  into  two  or 
more  sections  for  advanced  students,  that  the  wards  might  be 
more  adequately  covered  at  all  times.  For  this  cooperation  we 
must  thank  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  our  Lecture  Staff. 
It  has  meant  much  to  the  Hospital  wards. 

This  year,  during  the  Holiday  Season,  for  the  first  time 
was  inaugurated  the  vacation  plan  at  Christmas.  All  classes  were 
suspended  for  two  weeks  and  thirty-eight  (38)  students  were 
allowed  to  return  to  their  homes  for  vacation. 

On  February  first,  the  last  contingent  of  probationers  arrived 
to  complete  the  enrollment  for  the  year,  making  a  total  of  131 
students  admitted  since  September  first.  With  their  coming, 
came  the  opening  of  the  North  Wing  of  the  new  addition  to  the 
Nurses'  Home.  Our  exodus  into  the  addition  was  unannounced 
and  without  ceremony,  the  reason  being  the  failure  in  the  appear- 
ance of  the  new  equipment.  However,  the  beds  and  mattresses 
came  and  we  moved. 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  addition  to  the  Residence,  we 
acquired  153  additional  rooms,  an  Infirmary  of  12  beds  and  two 
new  class  rooms.  A  grave  oversight  in  the  acquisition  was  the 
lack  of  bathing  facilities.  Plans  are  under  way  for  additional 
shower  baths  and  too  much  pressure  cannot  be  brought  for  the 
early  installation  of  this  necessity. 

While  we  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  every  Department 
with  the  Nursing  Department  and  especially  so  in  the  Residence, 
there  are  still  many  problems  facing  us.  With  458  persons  liv- 
ing under  this  roof,  we  are  handicapped  and  lacking  in  facilities 
to  communicate  with  individuals  of  this  large  group  for  callers 
or  telephone  calls.  The  elevator  service  is  taxed  to  its  utmost 
and  it  is  no  longer  possible  for  the  operator  to  act  as  page  and 
messenger  for  residents  living  a  half  block  from  the  telephone. 
We  urge  additional  telephones  and  trunk  lines  to  handle  our 
already  largely  increased  family. 
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On  December  first,  Miss  Annie  O'Brien  took  charge  of  the 
Psychopathic  Service,  relieving  Miss  Maloney,  who  was  trans- 
ferred to  Fordham.  Wards  38  and  39  of  this  Service  were 
opened  as  teaching  Wards  for  student  nurses.  This  valuable 
clinical  material  is  now  made  available  for  education.  Our 
efforts  will  continue  to  improve  this  service  and  we  trust  it  will 
be  possible  ere  long  to  inaugurate  an  eight  hour  day  for  the  en- 
tire Nursing  Staff,  whose  constant  attention  must  be  focussed 
on  these  psychiatric  patients  that  no  harm  may  come  to  them- 
selves or  others.  It  might  interest  you  to  know  that  our  average 
number  of  admissions  to  this  Service  is  thirty-nine  (39)  per 
day  or  over  1,100  per  month. 

Because  of  the  large  number  of  very  ill  patients,  it  has  be- 
come necessary  to  set  aside  Ward  29  as  a  Serious  Ward,  where 
skilled  nursing  care  may  be  given  to  psychiatric  bed  patients. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  soon  be  possible  to  provide  new 
quarters  for  these  unfortunate  beings. 

The  service  of  the  Day  Camp  Boat  has  been  very  active. 
Here  four  graduate  nurses  by  day  and  one  by  night  minister  to 
the  needs  of  the  patients.    Our  daily  average  census  is  77. 

The  Out-Patient  Department  activities  continue  to  increase. 
It  is  perhaps  our  most  rapidly  increasing  service.  The  daily 
average  of  cases  registered  is  1,200.  This  Service  is  available  to 
the  student  and  we  count  it  as  one  of  our  most  valuable.  To- 
day, when  preventive  medicine  is  being  so  emphasized,  it  gives 
our  students  the  opportunity  to  teach  health  promotion  and 
disease  prevention.  With  the  prospect  of  a  new  Out-Patient 
Building,  our  service  to  the  community  presents  tremendous  pos- 
sibilities. This  very  active  Service  is  carried  on  by  nine  gradu- 
ates and  six  students. 

The  medical  Pavilion  has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity 
during  the  winter.  The  housecleaning  was  completed  just  in  time 
for  the  heavy  season  of  pneumonias. 

The  Surgical  Pavilion  continues  uniformly  heavy  and  with 
the  large  amount  of  surgical  work  we  find  it  necessary  to  use 
a  large  number  of  general  duty  graduates  here  that  our  students 
may  receive  a  more  balanced  course. 

Pavilion  I  &  K  or  our  Special  Service  Pavilion  is  taxed 
to  its  limit  of  capacity  constantly. 

As  Pavilion  F  &  G  nears  completion,  plans  are  being  formu- 
lated for  its  occupancy.  All  of  the  patients  from  the  Main  Build- 
ing, excepting  Psycopathic,  and  the  Medical  children  from 
Pavilion  A  &  B  will  be  transferred  into  this  new  problem  of!  600 
beds.  While  we  are  transferring  services  of  291  bed  capacity  we 
are  in  reality  opening  new  departments  of  437  beds. 
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One  new  feature  of  F  &  G  is  the  kitchens,  both  teaching  and 
dietary.  Here  we  will  be  able  to  give  instruction  in  nutrition 
and  in  diet  in  disease,  closely  correlating  it  with  the  patient. 

The  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing  has  always  given  excellent 
instruction  in  both  the  theory  and  practice  of  nursing  but  like  all 
other  nursing  schools,  we  have  been  weak  in  supervision.  For 
one  graduate  nurse,  however  expert  she  might  be,  to  supervise 
one  of  our  Pavilions  would  be  nothing  short  of  a  miracle.  It 
has  been  possible  with  the  increase  of  the  student  body  to  detail 
more  graduates  to  supervision,  so  that  at  present  we  have  one 
supervisor  to  twenty-five  or  thirty  students,  or  one  supervisor 
to  every  six  wards.  This,  we  are  confident,  will  improve  the 
service  to  the  patient  and  the  instruction  to  the  student. 

I  firmly  believe  that  bedside  instruction  in  nursing  is  the 
most  effective  means  of  teaching  the  finer  points  of  nursing. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  the  results  obtained  in  this  experiment. 

During  the  second  semester,  Teachers  College  of  Columbia 
University  has  conducted  an  Extension  Course  at  this  school. 
The  course  has  covered  the  principles  of  teaching  and  super- 
vision and  I  am  proud  to  state  that  twenty-one  (21)  of  our 
personnel  were  enrolled  in  the  course.  This  is  only  one  of  the 
things  that  indicates  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  and  the  desire 
to  accomplish  the  task  that  pervades  our  Institution. 

The  classroom  instruction  of  the  students  has  been  conducted 
by  a  group  of  able  Instructors.  Many  hours  have  been  added  to 
the  curriculum  by  reason  of  the  large  groups  and  small  class- 
rooms and  the  necessity  of  considering  the  hospital  needs  by 
dividing  the  groups  which  are  taken  from  the  wards  for  instruc- 
tion. 

The  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  a  matter  of  real  con- 
cern. We  have  again  instituted  rigid  physical  examinations  on 
entrance  to  the  school.  Weaknesses  or  defects  which  may  be 
overcome  with  care  are  pointed  out  to  the  student,  so  that  she 
may  endeavor  to  promote  her  own  health.  Fifteen  (15)  hours 
of  Personal  Hygiene  are  given  in  the  classroom  by  the  Health 
Director,  and  we  endeavor  to  follow  it  up  and  see  that  it  func- 
tions in  the  every  day  life  of  the  student.  Our  slogan  in  this 
department  is  "Play  Fair",  emphasizing  the  fact  that  we  are 
not  playing  fair  when  we  disseminate  our  coughs  and  colds  among 
our  friends  and  co-workers,  to  say  nothing  of  patients. 

Tonight,  I  am  able  to  announce  the  presentation  of  a  Health 
Award  for  next  year.    This  award  will  be  made  annually  to 
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the  student  nurse  who  promotes  her  own  health  and  physical 
condition  to  the  greatest  possible  extent  during  her  student  nurse- 
ship.  We  trust  there  will  be  much  competition,  not  so  much  for 
the  award,  as  for  the  physical  fitness  derived  from  the  observation 
of  the  laws  of  health. 

Through  the  interest  of  the  Board  of  Managers  we  were 
able  in  November  to  appoint  a  Graduate  Nurse  to  take  full  charge 
of  the  health  of  the  student  body.  Miss  Allerdice,  class  of  1920, 
was  appointed  to  this  position.  Miss  Allerdice  brings  with  her 
valuable  experience  in  both  the  teaching  and  public  health  fields. 
Within  another  year  I  am  sure  our  health  report  will  show  a 
decided  improvement  as  a  result  of  this  venture.  Dr.  de  la 
Chapelle  had  given  so  much  of  time  and  self  to  our  health  pro- 
gram, that  I  cannot  pass  without  proper  acknowledgment  and 
thanks.  Student  nurses  are  encouraged  and  urged  to  report  all 
beginning  ills  and  ailments  to  the  Health  Service,  that  pre- 
ventive measures  may  be  immediately  instituted.  The  time  lost 
through  illness  in  the  Nursing  Staff  of  the  Bellevue  School  alone 
was  4,874  days  or  the  equivalent  of  13  years,  4  months  and  9  days. 

Next  year,  we  hope  to  prove  the  value  of  our  Health  Ser- 
vice by  cutting  this  time  in  two.  I  wish  to  say  that  with  ajl 
of  this  loss  of  time  there  were  two  deaths  but  no  other  serious 
cases.  I  might  also  state  that  if  schools  affiliating  with  us  stressed 
health  promotion  the  time  lost  would  not  be  so  great. 

The  Bellevue  School  of  Nursing  with  its  great  facilities  fbr 
education,  endeavors  to  aid  in  every  way  possible  the  promo- 
tion of  nursing  service  whether  in  Bellevue  or  elsewhere.  We 
maintain  affiliations  with  fifty  schools  with  students  assigned  to 
our  three  hospitals  as  follows : 


In  the  early  part  of  April  an  Institute  was  conducted  here 
for  the  State  Hospitals  affiliating  with  us.  Three  days  of  inten- 
sive work  in  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Nursing  were  given 
to  twenty-seven  (27)  principals  and  instructors  of  these  schools. 
The  State  Hospital  Commission  and  the  State  Department  of 
Nursing  Education  cooperated  in  making  this  a  success.  This, 
we  feel,  will  ultimately  mean  better  nursing  service,  not  only 
to  the  State  Institutions  but  to  Bellevue  and  its  allied  hospitals, 
because  of  the  large  number  of  affiliating  students  that  come 
from  these  schools.

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FORDHAM  HOSPITAL 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  personnel  at  Ford- 
ham  Hospital. 

December  first,  Miss  Margaret  Maloney  assumed  the  duties 
of  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  Miss  Mabel  Ketter,  class  of  1913 
Bellevue,  became  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  Miss 
Mary  Manley,  University  of  Cincinnati  School  of  Nursing,  took 
over  the  duties  of  Instructor  and  Miss  Nora  Richardson,  the 
supervision  of  Obstetrics  and  Pediatrics. 

The  entire  Hospital  has  been  renovated  since  October.  The 
instruction  and  supervision  has  improved  very  perceptibly.  The 
Surgical  Supply  Department,  under  the  able  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Teresa  Bailey,  has  been  reorganized  on  a  more  efficient  and 
economical  basis. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  note  the  progress  being  made  in 
this  hospital.  The  student  body  here  is  made  up  entirely  of 
affiliating  students  and  the  matter  of  bringing  about  uniformity 
of  methods  is  a  problem.  The  health  of  the  nursing  group  is 
particularly  good  and  we  attribute  it  largely  to  the  ideal  loca- 
tion of  the  Hospital. 

In  December,  ground  was  broken  for  the  new  addition  to 
the  Nurses'  Home.  For  many  months,  this  addition  has  been 
sorely  needed,  and  while  the  building  is  in  progress,  much  doub- 
ling up  has  been  necessary.  We  trust  at  the  end  of  the  specified 
time,  the  building  will  be  turned  over  to  us  for  use.  During 
the  summer  the  necessary  lists  and  specifications  of  equipment 
will  be  prepared  and  submitted,  that  there  be  no  unnecessary 
loss  of  time. 

GOUVERNEUR  HOSPITAL 

Gouverneur  is  the  least  crowded  of  our  out-lying  Hospitals. 
It  is  well  that  this  is  true,  because  of  the  increasing  difficulty 
in  securing  graduate  nurse  service. 

Because  of  the  unpleasant  and  undesirable  conditions  of  the 
living  quarters  provided  the  nursing  staff,  this  Hospital  may  not 
be  registered  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.  For  this 
reason,  we  are  unable  to  assign  affiliating  students  to  this  Hos- 
pital, although  its  valuable  clinical  material  is  not  surpassed 
in  any  other  Hospital.  While  plans  are  under  way  to  construct  a 
Nurses'  Home  for  this  Hospital,  its  completion  cannot  be  too 
strongly  urged  or  hastened. 

The  nursing  care  of  the  patients  has  become  a  grave  problem 
and  while  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  allowed  six  additional 
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graduate  nurse  positions,  it  is  not  possible  to  fill  them  under 
the  existing  conditions  of  home  life. 

In  closing,  may  I  express  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  grateful 
acknowledgment  of  their  efforts  in  our  behalf.  To  the  Board  of 
Managers,  sincere  appreciation  for  their  time,  interest,  energy 
and  funds  which  make  possible  the  high  standard  of  instruc- 
tion and  the  many  comforts  and  luxuries  of  our  home  life;  to 
Dr.  Fleming,  my  sincere  thanks  for  hours  of  his  time  in  con- 
ference, advice  and  counsel  on  our  many  problems. 

To  my  faithful  and  loyal  co-workers  both  graduate  and 
student,  I  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude.  Without  their  help  and  sup- 
port the  past  year  would  have  been  impossible.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  NURSING  SERVICE 
HARLEM  HOSPITAL 

Board  of  Managers,  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr.  Fleming  and  Friends 
of  the  Harlem  School  of  Nursing : 

We  present  tonight  for  graduation  the  second  class  from  the 
Harlem  School  of  Nursing. 

This  class  of  1926  though  small  in  numbers  has  made  an 
excellent  record  in  the  School. 

While  the  School  is  young,  there  is  no  dearth  of  applicants 
and  we  are  able  to  select  a  high  type  of  student.  The  curriculum 
is  on  a  par  with  that  of  our  larger  schools  at  Bellevue.  The  in- 
struction is  carried  on  by  five  of  the  Bellevue  Instructors  and 
the  instruction  and  practice  of  the  principles  of  nursing  is  given 
by  Miss  Brewer  and  Miss  Moore  of  the  Harlem  Staff. 

That  the  quality  of  work  is  of  a  high  standard  is  proven  by 
the  fact  that  the  average  rating  of  the  graduates  of  this  school 
who  wrote  the  State  Board  examinations  during  the  year  1925 
is  88%.  This  is  a  high  average  and  a  standing  among  the  Nurs- 
ing Schools  of  the  State  which  we  must  strive  to  maintain. 

During  the  last  year  Mrs.  O'Brien,  our  able  Superintendent 
of  Nurses,  has  accomplished  many  improvements.  The  new 
class  rooms  with  their  excellent  equipment,  the  large  number  of 
new  books  for  the  reference  library,  the  standardization  of  the 
uniform,  all  contribute  to  the  high  standard  of  the  School. 

During  the  School  year,  we  have  admitted  44  preliminary 
students.  Thirty  students  have  completed  the  course  and  we 
have  today  74  students  in  the  school. 

With  the  exceptionally  active  service  of  this  Hospital  we 
need  more  nurses. 

The  Nursing  Service  is  hampered  by  the  lack  of  housing 
facilities  for  students.  With  accommodations  for  an  increase  of 
25  students  we  could  combat  the  complaints  due  to  the  shortage 
of  nurses. 

With  the  heavy  curriculum,  it  is  necessary  that  we  plan 
an  eight  hour  day  for  the  students.  A  twelve  hour  night  and  a 
ten  hour  day  is  too  strenuous  for  as  active  a  Service  as  Harlem 
Hospital  offers. 

Our  affiliation  with  "Henry  Street"  continues  and  as  the 
largest  field  for  the  graduate  nurse  today  is  undoubtedly  Public 
Health,  we  must  endeavor  to  make  it  possible  for  more  students 
to  have  this  opportunity. 
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The  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  exceptionally  good, 
having  had  a  loss  of  only  778  days  through  illness  with  one  case 
of  contagion. 

With  Commencement  Week  we  are  trying  to  organize  an 
Alumnae  Association  for  the  graduates  of  this  School.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Alumnae,  with  the  help  of  the  residents  of  Har- 
lem, will  be  able  to  establish  a  Scholarship  which  will  enable  the 
outstanding  student  of  each  class  to  prepare  herself  for  a  special 
field  of  nursing.  This  effort  will,  I  am  sure,  meet  with  the  whole 
hearted  support  of  every  student  in  the  School. 

The  Honor  Student  of  the  Harlem  School  of  Nursing  for 
the  Class  of  1926  is  Miss  Evelyn  L-  Pitter  who  attained  an  average 
in  the  class  work  of  98-1/3.  I  want  to  congratulate  Miss  Pitter 
on  this  attainment  and  trust  that  her  influence  upon  her  co- 
workers v/ill  continue  in  life  as  it  has  during  her  student  nurse- 
ship.

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CONSTITUTION  and  BY  LAWS 
of  the 

BELLEVUE  TRAINING  SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 


Article  I. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  is  The  Bellevue 
Training  School  for  Nurses. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  the  training  of  nurses  for  the  sick 
in  order  that  women  shall  find  a  school  for  their  education  and  the 
public  shall  reap  the  advantage  of  skilled  and  educated  labor. 

BY-LAWS 

I.  Membership. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Honorary  and  Active  and  Sup- 
porting Members. 

Honorary  Members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  valuable  aid  or  important  service  rendered  to  the  School. 

Active  Members  shall  be  those  who  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Supporting  Members  shall  be  those  who  make  an  annual  sub- 
scription. 

II.  Board  of  Managers. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  the  same  persons  as  those 
appointed  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Schools  for  Nursing 
of  Bellevue  and  Allied  Hospitals,  under  the  Resolution  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  December  31,  1924. 

No  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  receive  any  com- 
pensation for  services  rendered. 

III.  Reports. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  keep  Minutes  of  its  meetings  and 
shall  make  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

IV.  Meetings. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Bellevue  Training  School  for 
Nurses  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Friday  in  May, 
and  such  other  meetings  as  may  be  called  by  the  President.  Five 
members  shall  constitute  a  Quorum. 
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V.  Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-presi- 
dent, a  Second  Vice-president,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  They 
shall  he  elected  annually  by  a  two-thirds  vote  by  ballot  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  from  among  its  members,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Treasurer,  who  need  not  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  an  officer,  a  successor  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  may  be  elected  by  a  two-thirds  vote  by  ballot 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the 
Board,  two  weeks'  notice  in  writing  having  been  given  by  the 
President  or  the  Secretary. 

VI.  Nominating  Committee. 

There  shall  be  a  Nominating  Committee  for  officers,  consisting 
of  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  named  by  the  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  prepare  and  submit  a  ticket  annually  to  the  Board. 
This  ticket  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  each  member  two 
weeks  before  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

VII.  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  and  shall  call  special  meetings  at  her  discretion,  or 
upon  the  written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board.  The 
President  shall  appoint  all  special  and  sub-committees. 

VIII.  Vice-President. 

The  Vice-president  shall,  in  the  absence  of  the  President,  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  President. 

IX.  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  shall  perform  the  duties  usually  appertaining  to 
this  office. 

X.  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  all  the  accounts  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  and  render  a  monthly  statement.  An  Assistant  Treas- 
urer may  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  when  found 
necessary. 

XI.  By-Laws. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society,  due  notice  being  given  in  writing.

REAL  ESTATE 

Osborn  Hall — A  six-story  building  with  a  frontage  of  110 
feet  on  26th  and  125  feet  on  25th  Street.

During  the  year  1925-1926  changes  have  disturbed  the  usual 
routine  of  Alumnae  affairs.  Miss  Paulding,  our  faithful  and 
efficient  treasurer  for  many  years,  justly  felt  that  she  had  borne 
the  burden  long  enough,  that  some  one  else  ought  to  assume  the 
responsibility.  To  Miss  Paulding  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  is 
due  for  so  splendidly  developing  our  financial  resources.  Miss 
Ruth  Pentland  has  very  capably  taken  up  duties  of  treasurer 
during  the  past  year. 

Mrs.  George  Peabody  Wetmore  gave  $1,000  to  the  Keteltas 
Fund  for  benefit  of  sick  nurses,  a  much  appreciated  gift. 

Under  Miss  Ryan's  management  Osborn  Hall  continues  to 
be  the  well  kept,  comfortable  home  and  social  center  for  its 
guests. 

Through  efforts  of  Miss  Paulding,  a  special  committee  of 
real  Alumnae  friends  managed  a  Rummage  Sale  for  the  pen- 
sion fund.    Proceeds  of  the  Sale  amounted  to  $1,100. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  secured  funds  for  the  Osborn 
Hall  radio,  also  $101  for  the  sick  benefit. 

The  sick  visiting  committee  brought  much  good  cheer  to 
our  sick  members. 

Red  Cross  Committee,  Miss  Tashjian  chairman,  raised  $313 
for  the  Red  Cross  drive. 

Miss  Slayton  resigned  as  registrar  in  June.  Miss  Slayton's 
unusual  ability  to  understand  people,  her  quiet  sympathetic  way 
of  straightening  out  difficulties,  had  become  a  vital  asset  to  the 
Registry ;  her  withdrawal  would  have  been  disastrous,  therefore 
Miss  Slayton  was  appointed  Honorary  Registrar.  Miss  Margaret 
Gallery  was  appointed  Registrar,  Miss  Ethel  Bacon  assistant 
Registrar.  With  this  highly  qualified  trio,  Miss  Slayton  as  wise 
counsellor,  Miss  Gallery  with  her  business-like  clear  cut  policy, 
Miss  Bacon  with  her  enthusiastic  interest,  the  registry  has  pros- 
perously progressed.

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REGISTRY  REPORT 
May  1925  — May  1926 

During  the  year,  the  Registry  experienced  the  greatest  loss 
in  its  history,  the  resignation  of  Miss  Slayton  as  Registrar,  after 
twenty-five  years  of  service. 

In  presenting  the  report  for  the  year,  the  registry  records 


3,917  calls: 

Physicians    2,584 

Bellevue  Hospital    980 

Other  Hospitals    143 

Institutional  positions    104 

Hourly  nursing  and  treatment    34 


At  this  date,  we  have  210  nurses  registered.  During  the 
year,  45  nurses  left  the  registry  and  we  have  65  new  members. 
Reasons  for  nurses  leaving,  we  have  lost  two  of  our  members 
through  death,  7  on  account  of  illness,  3  married,  10  accepted 
institutional  positions,  3  school,  7  social  service  and  visiting  nurs- 
ing and  8  home. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  fill  all  calls,  a  number  of  nurses 
refusing  24  hour  duty  and  some  unwilling  to  do  night  duty.  The 
young  graduates,  by  a  ruling  oft  the  Alumnae  Association,  are 
compelled  to  respond  to  calls  for  all  classes  of  cases  for  the  first 
two  years,  but  all  nurses  respond  to  all  emergencies. 

Miss  Ethel  K.  Bacon  was  appointed  Assistant  Registrar, 
October  1st,  in  place  of  Miss  Katherine  Hosken,  resigned.  A 
card  and  filing  system  have  been  instituted  and  the  Committee 
has  endeavored  to  establish  rates  and  governing  rules  correspond- 
ing to  those  of  other  registeries.  Several  conferences  have  been 
held  during  the  year  to  discuss  the  Commercial  Registry  situa- 
tion and  to  help  the  Private  Duty  section  of  nursing.  Through  the 
kindness  of  Mrs.  Osborn,  the  reception  room  has  been  beautifully 
refurnished,  the  most  popular  and  inspiring  feature  seems  to  be 
the  library  of  recent  publications  of  text  books  in  the  various 
fields  of  nursing.    For  all  of  this  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

The  following  Resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Bellevue  Alum- 
nae Association  at  the  meeting  September  17th,  1925. 

Resolved,  That  an  expression  of  love  and  appreciation  be 
extended  to  Miss  Slayton  for  her  long  and  loyal  devotion  to  the 
Private  Duty  nurse  and  the  Nursing  Service. 

It  was  also  resolved,  by  a  rising  and  enthusiastic  vote,  that 
Miss  Slayton  be  created  Honorary  Registrar. 

Since  leaving  the  Registry,  October  1st,  Miss  Slayton  has 
kept  in  constant  touch  with  us,  guiding  the  destiny  of  the  registry 
through  this  crisis.    We  trust  we  shall  not  fail  her.
